THIS is tljc laft Will and Teftament 
of me, Sarah Duchcfs Dowager 
of Marlborough y made this nth 
Day of Augu^j in tlie Year of our 
Lord 1744. Fir ft ^ My Will and Defire is, that 
I may be buried at Blenheiniy near the Body 
of my Dear Husband John^ late Duke of 
Marlborough y and if I die before his Body 
is removed thither, I defire FranciSy Earl 
Godolphiriy to dired thic fame to be removed 
to Blenheim aforefaid, as was always in- 
tended. 

And I direft, that my Funeral may be 
private, and with no more Expence than De- 
cency requires. And I dired, that no Mourn- 
ing be given to any other Perfons, except to 
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fuch of my Servants who (hall attend at my 
Funeral. 

- As concerning my Eflate, I give the fam? 
ia. Manner and Form following , that is to 
fay, I do hereby give, devifc, and bequeath 
unto the Right Honourable Hugh Earl of 
Marchmontj znd Beverjham Filmer oi Lin- 
cokis Inn in the County of Middle fex Efq^ 
their Heirs and Afligns, for ever, All and 
every my Manors, Parfonage, Reftory, Ad-
